TRENDS . 


It  seems  as  though  the  ultimate  tangible,  gold,  is 
regaining  some  of  its  lost  glitter.  After  several  months  of 
lackluster  performance  capped  by  last  month's 
precipitous  decline,  the  past  several  days  have  witnessed 
a  rather  healthy  rally,  rising  over  15%  to  close  at  around 
$360.  What  does  this  mean  to  the  rare  coin  market,  if 
anything? 

An  examination  of  the  past  ten  years  uncovers  an 
interesting  relationship  between  rare  coin  and  bullion 
prices.  The  evidence  points  to  a  "leading  indicator"  status 
for  gold,  and  is  demonstrated  by  the  following  historical 
patterns. 

The  strong  coin  market  of  1973-74  was  preceded  by 
a  bullish  gold  market,  which  started  at  $48  in  April  1972, 
and  soared  to  around  $170  by  early  1974.  The 
subsequent  retreat  to  $101  later  that  year  was  a  prelude 
to  the  softening  of  numismatic  items  in  1975. 

In  more  recent  memory,  the  gold  boom  of  late  79 
topped  out  in  January  of  1980,  and  set  a  pattern  which 
rare  coins  followed  three  months  later,  both  in  general 
shape  and  magnitude.  It  would  be  interesting  to  see  a 
study  of  coin  prices,  measured  in  ounces  of  gold  at  the 
time.  While  there  would  certainly  be  some  ups  and 
downs.  I'll  wager  that  over  long  periods,  it  would  be 
fairly  constant. 

As  of  this  writing,  gold's  latest  mini-rally  is  only  a 
few  days  old,  and  may  prove  short  lived.  But  the  $300 
barrier  has  held,  and  appears  to  be  a  level  which  enjoys 
pretty  solid  support.  Even  if  the  subsequent  months 
provide  only  a  sideways  movement,  at  least  the  long  bear 
market  seems  to  have  finally  gone  back  into  hibernation.

N  U  M  I  S  M  I  A

With  the  recent  publication  of  both 
Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Half 
Cents  and  the  revised  edition  of  American 
Half  Cents:  The  Little  Half  Sisters  by 
Roger  Cohen,  much  attention  is  now  being 
paid  to  this  perennially  underrated 
denomination. 

In  this  writer's  opinion,  Proof  Half 
Cents  represent  not  only  the  most 
aesthetically  pleasing  coins  of  the  series, 
but  the  most  intriguing  as  well. 

From  1840  until  1849,  Half  Cents 
were  a  forgotten  coin.  Because  of 
extremely  limited  public  demand.  Half 
Cents  were  not  officially  struck.  The  only 
Half  Cents  which  were  produced  were 
Proofs.  These  coins  were  made  for 
inclusion  in  Proof  Sets  given  to  local  and 
visiting  dignitaries. 

The  design  used  on  Half  Cents  of  this 
era  was  created  by  Christian  Gobrecht. 
Gobrecht  copied  the  so-called  “Head  of 
1840"  design  which  he  had  employed  on 
Large  Cents  from  1839  until  1843.  Only 
one  reverse  die  was  used.  It  is  readily 
identifiable  by  its  large,  art-of-proportion 
berries;  a  condition  caused  by  excessive 
retouching  of  the  die.  The  obverse  die 
most  common  in  this  era  was  damaged  in 
1841.  Somehow,  it  was  dented 
immediately  below  the  ear.  All  Proofs  of 
this  era  show  the  flaw  in  varying  degrees. 
Coins  from  these  dies  are  known  as 
“originals"  because  they  were  struck  in  the 
years  indicated  by  the  dates  thereon. 

Around  1858,  coin  collecting  became 
a  bona-fide  American  fad.  Avid  collectors 
began  to  assemble  collections.  Half  Cents 
and  Large  Cents  were  especially  popular. 
The  early  collectors  soon  discovered  that 
some  dates  were  all  but  unobtainable. 
Today,  if  a  coin  is  an  extreme  rarity  a 
collector  must  be  content  to  live  without  it 
or  he  must  pay  the  price.  In  1858, 
however,  collectors  could  obtain  whatever 
coins  they  desired  directly  from  the  Mint  — 
even  if  officials  had  to  hastily  assemble  old 
dies  in  seemingly  implausible 
rnmbinaHons. 


From  1858  until  1860,  surreptitious 
restrikes  of  all  Proof-only  Half  Cents  (as 
well  as  other  rarities  including  the  Class  III 
1804  Dollars)  occured.  These  restrikes 
employed  a  Small  Berries  die,  resurrected 
from  the  cabinet  of  old  dies  held  by  the 
Chief  Coiner.  Some  dates  were  restruck  as 
many  as  three  times.  They  can  be 
distinguished  from  originals  by  applying 
the  following  criteria. 

1 .  Originals  employ  the  large  berry 
reverse.  The  plates  on  page  64  of  the  1982 
"Redbook"  will  give  the  viewer  some  idea 
of  the  size  differential  between  berry  sizes. 

2.  Originals  should  weigh 
approximately  84  grains.  Restrikes  will 
either  be  appreciably  lighter  or  heavier. 
(The  known  range  is  from  78  to  96  grains.) 

3.  Most  originals  show  the  obverse 
die  defect  earlier  discussed  in  this  article. 

Even  today  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish 
the  chronological  order  of  various 
restrikes.  Perhaps  the  best  way  is  to  refer 
to  Breen's  book  in  which  weight  tolerance 
ranges  are  graphically  elaborated. 

Ironically,  some  restrikes  of  Proof 
Half  Cents  sell  for  more  than  originals  do. 
Although  these  restrikes  are  the  products 
of  Mint  skullduggery,  they  are  collected 
along  with  originals  and  are  much 
coveted.  We  have  always  felt  that  these 
coins  are  legitimately  collectable  and 
belong  in  any  specialist's  collection.

TRENDS 


by  Michael  W.  Sherman 

The  late  summer  of  1982  finds  the  rare  coin  market  at  a  crossroads.  After  two  years 
of  substantial  readjustments  and  widespread  uncertainty,  signs  of  the  birth  of  a  genuinely 
new  cycle  are  becoming  apparent.  As  with  virtually  all  collectibles,  which  possess  little  or 
no  intrinsic  value,  the  market  price  of  a  rare  coin  is  a  function  of  what  a  core  of 
experienced  collectors  will  pay,  plus  a  premium  for  the  cyclical  effects  of  demand  arising 
from  the  entry  of  those  outside  the  basic  core.  In  the  absence  of  this  cyclical  component, 
the  rare  coin  market  should  proceed  along  a  steady  growth  curve  as  the  natural  effects  of 
supply  and  demand  seek  equilibrium  at  continually  higher  price  levels.  Why  higher? 
Because  the  demand  side,  or  number  of  dedicated  core  collectors  is  under  constant 
upward  pressure  due  to  population  and  other  demographic  factors.  Because  supply,  (or 
the  number  of  coins  available)  is  slowly  falling  due  to  loss,  mishandling  or  other  forms  of 
attrition  which  befall  tangible  objects.  In  a  vacuum,  these  two  fundamental  characteristics 
insure  the  ultimate  long  term  viability  of  virtually  all  collectibles. 

The  cyclical  portion,  referred  to  earlier  can  be  seen  as  an  artificial  stimulent  to  the 
demand  component,  which  accelerates  and  magnifies  the  natural  orderly  process  of  the 
market.  This  results  in  wide  and  rapid  price  swings  as  the  market  seeks  equilibrium. 
Unfortunately,  during  times  of  a  cyclical  demand  increase,  rapid  price  appreciation 
attracts  further  demand.  Soon,  the  all  too  familiar  secnario  unfolds  of  a  vicious  circle 
spinning  with  increasing  intensity  until  it  flies  apart  -  from  its  own  “success." 

Assuming  human  nature  to  be  somewhat  constant,  the  behavior  during  cyclical 
downturns  in  demand  operates  on  the  market  in  precisely  the  opposite  direction.  As  prices 
fall,  the  "word  gets  out,"  and  once  again  a  self  fulfilling  prophecy  is  acted  out  as  transient 
demand  now  rushes  for  the  exit.  As  before,  the  theater  is  empty,  save  for  that  core  of 
collectors  who  were  there  when  the  picture  started.  This  is  the  crossroads  at  which  the 
coin  market  now  finds  itself. 

Activity  at  major  shows  is  again  dominated  by  the  collector.  Prices  have  fallen  to  the 
point  where  he  feels  comfortable.  The  balancing  forces  of  supply  and  demand  are  again  in 
equilibrium.  The  floor  for  prices  is  firm,  but  there  is  little  room  for  five  and  six  figure 
items,  just  as  demand  in  any  field  for  these  items  is  limited.  Less  expensive  material, 
within  the  range  of  the  majority  of  collector's  budgets  may  be  actually  undervalued  at  the 
present.  This  is  due  to  the  "panic  effect"  referred  to  earlier  which  causes  both  the  tops  and 
bottoms  of  a  major  cycle  to  react  beyond  normal  technical  influences. 

The  start  of  the  next  cycle  is  dependent  on  a  variety  of  factors,  whose  analysis  is 
beyond  the  scope  of  this  article.  We  are,  however,  now  witnessing  several  important 
developments  in  the  numismatic  climate.  Gold  has  taken  off  in  pursuit  of  the  Wall  Street 
Bull,  cheered  on  by  downward  drifting  interest  rates  and  hopes  for  reduced  government 
borrowing.  The  week  in  Boston  saw  several  substantial  injections  of  cash  into  the 
marketplace  by  far-sighted  investors,  stimulating  wholesale  activity  almost  immediately. 
The  longevity  and  magnitude  of  these  stimuli  is  still  in  the  cards.  But  the  earliest  signs  of 
recovery  seem  to  the  author,  now  to  be  history.

AUCTION 

SCENE 


Since  the  last  Ivy  Numismatic  journal  was  published,  a  number  of  impor¬ 
tant  auctions  have  occured.  The  most  influential  of  these  were  AUCTION  '82 
and  our  own  1982  A.N.A.  Sale. 

The  A.N.A.  Sale  contained  3,500  lots.  Total  prices  realized  was  nearly  $3.5 
million.  Virtually  every  series  was  represented  in  depth,  and  a  number  of  major 
rarities  were  sold.  Areas  which  showed  particular  strength  included  Early  Type, 
Seated  Liberty  (especially  Quarters)  and  Proof  Gold. 

The  single  highest  price  realized  by  any  lot  in  the  sale  was  the  $63,800  bid 
which  captured  the  extremely  rare  Proof  Kellogg  and  Co.  Double  Eagle.  The 
runner-up,  dollarwise,  was  the  rare  Proof  1838-0  Half  which  hit  the  $40,700 
mark  before  the  hammer  fell.  Another  strong  bid  was  accorded  to  a  lovely  MS 
•(65)  1796  Quarter.  After  furious  bidding,  this  pristine  first-year-of-issue  coin  fet¬ 
ched  $29,700. 

After  the  mammoth  five  session  sale  had  become  history,  seasoned 
observers  contended  that  the  long  lagging  rare  coin  market  had  finally  broken 
its  downward  spiral.  One  dealer  was  heard  to  remark  its  nice  to  see  some 
coins  selling  for  decent  prices  again."
